Thanks, Paula, but the Map that you provided is too general to be of utility to us. As 
discussed, as part of the ongoing collaborative process, we have no conceptual problem 
with granting EPA access either: 1) across SGC ground to get to other property; or 2) 
onto SGC ground to sample the Animas. On a quick initial look, however, our land guys 
do not show a “Blair Placer” mining claim as being SGC owned. If you could provide a 
detailed Map or an MS#, that would be extremely helpful. Additionally, as discussed, 
and for your discussion with Richard, I expect that some protective language, such as 
set forth below, would be appropriate in a mutually signed Consent.
